Ottawa, November 4. — (C.U.P.) — 
A splurge of appointments to the 
senate and important government 
positions and possibly a change in 
the federal government lineup be- 
fore parliament meets is anticipat- 
ed here. 

Illness has incapacitated both Fi- 
nance minister Dunning and Post- 
master General Elliott and while 
there is a chance Mr. Dunning will 
continue in the cabinet, it is un- 
likely he will be able to handle 
the heavy duties of the finance de- 
partment again. Revenue Minister 
Ilsley has been looking after Mr. 
Dunning's work since the latter's 
collapse in the commons last June 
and appears to be doing a good 
job, along with his regular work 
with his own department. 

Mr. Dsley continues to be men- 
tioned as the likely successor to 
Mr. Dunning although there is a 
conflicting rumor that the Revenue 
Minister would to drop out of po- 
litics and would be willing to ac- 
cept an appointment to the Nova 
Scotia supreme court. The situa- 
tion naturally depends on the ex- 
tent of Mr. Dunning's recovery 
within the next few months but 
the government probably will want 
to have a full-time finance minister 
by the time parliament meets. 

❖ ❖ ❖ 
Mulock Likely Postmaster. 

Youthful William Mulock, Liberal 
member for North York, is the like- 
ly choice for the postmaster general 
portfolio. Mr. Elliott's illness is 
still considered serious and he will 
not return to the cabinet, accord 
ing to several well-informed sourc- 
es here. Mr. Mulock is a great 
friend of the Prime Minister's and 
has showed considerable ability in 
his parliamentary - duties. 

Other cabinet-shakeup rumors in- 
sist that Hon. C. G. Power, min- 
ister of -pensions and national 
health, will accept a senate ap- 
pointment and Dr. James McCann, 
liberal member for Renfrew South, 
will succeed him. Justice Minister 
Lapointe is reported to be desir 
ous of appointment to the senate, 
but the old warrior of the Liberal 
party plays such an important role 
in the commons as Mr. Mackenzie 
King's' right hand man that most 
political experts here do not be- 
lieve he could be spared from the 
house. 

Six senate seats are open and 
will be filled shortly along with 
the numerous diplomatic vacancies. 
New ministers are to be appointed 
to the Canadian legations at Tokyo 
and Paris and the new legation at 
Brussels will need a minister. 

❖ ❖ ♦ 
By-elections Dull, 

Little excitement is being caused 
here by the four by-elections 
scheduled for November 14 in Lon- 
don, Waterloo South, Montreal-Car- 
tier and Brandon. Conservative 
Maniori will be returneJ in Lon- 
don r the Liberals decided not to 
oppol him after the Prime Min- 
ister made a specific request in 
this regard. 

The Montreal, seat .will return a 
Liberal as it has ever since the 
Viding was formed in 1925. Water- 
loo South and Brandon have been 
predominately Conservative and 
there is strong possibility they will 
continue to be represented by Con- 
servative members in the commons. 
With the Canada-United States 
trade treaty unsigned there is no 
particularly new issue for the by 
elections and dull campaigns will 
result.

The Sociological Society's open- 
ing meeting will take place on 
Tuesday evening, at 8 p.m., in the 
Pi.V.C. Common Room, às announc- 
ed by the executive earlier this 
week. Central features on the 
evening's programme will be an 
address on "Problems in Commun- 
ity Housing," by Mr. George 
Mooney, of the Metropolitan Hous- 
ing Committee, and the presentation 
of several dramatic sketches from 
"One-Third of a Nation." 

Featured along with Mr. Mooney's 
talk on housing will be the pre- 
sentation by the Workshop of the 
Players' Club of selections from the 
United States Federal Theatre Pro- 
ject's drama, "One-Third of a Na- 
tion." The drama editor of the 
Daily slated that this play is part 
of a larger project known as "The 
Living Newspaper," and was writ- 
ten by Mr. Arthur Arent of the 
Federal Theatre Project. The play 
deals with the causes of housing 
problems in large cities and also 
suggests remedies for tenement 
over-crowding, deterioration and 
other evils. The scenes presented 
will be under the direction of 
Maurice Hecht, director of the 
Workshop. 

John Pearson, president of the 
Sociological Society, stated that it 
was expected that Mr. Mooney's 
broad experience with housing prob- 
lems in various cities of Canada 
would enable him to inform : stu- 
dents of- particular aspects of the 
larger processes of city growth and 
development, of which the housing 
problem is an important feature. Dr. 
Dawson, head of the Sociology De- 
partment when approached last 
night, emphasized the importance of 
housing problems in their relerence 
to the general scheme of develop- 
ment of the large urban community.

Dr. Yiner Puts Undergraduates 
to Sleep 



Speech Gives Outline

Mass hypnosis was practised last 
night at the meeting of the Dental 
Undergraduate Society by Dr. Nor- 
man Viner who addressed the so- 
ciety on the topic of "Hypnotism." 
At the request of the members pre- 
sent, Dr. Viner gave a demonstra- 
tion of the methods he follows in 
hypnotising people. 

■Before - beginning, his .attempt .at 
hypnosis, Dr. Viner told the men 
that he would not try to do more 
than put them to sleep. At the con- 
clusion, he stated that those who 
had been put to sleep would sleep 
for five minutes. After about three 
minutes at signs of restiveness on 
the part of his audience, he snap- 
ped on the lights. It then turned 
out that three men were asleep, one 
of them continued to sleep until the 
full five minutes were up. Those 
who were affected by Dr. Viner's 
methods were Frank Giannasio, cap- 
tain of the basketball team, John V. 
Nicholson, and Abram Handelman.

FEDERATION GIVES 
TWO SCHOLARSHIPS 



Junior Award Is Offered 
for the First 
Time 



For women graduates under 
twenty-five years of age the Cana- 
dian Federation of University Wo- 
men offers for the first time a Jun- 
ior Scholarship of $700 for the 
season 1939-40. 

This new award is open to wo- 
men graduates of Canadian Uni- 
versities, and, while preference will 
be given those who have studied 
only in one university, the scholar- 
ship is open to any one -who is 
not more than twenty-five on Feb- 
ruary 1 next. One requirement is 
that the place of study must be 
approved by the Scholarship Com- 
mittee. 

The Federation is again offering 
a Travelling Scholarship for the 
session 1939-40, of the value of 
$1,250, and this too is open to any 
woman holding a degree from a 
Canadian University. The principle 
will be observed of granting the 
scholarship alternately to students 
engaged in scientific research and 
those engaged in literary, historical, 
or philosophical studies. 

The awards in both cases will 
be based on evidence of character, 
intellectual achievement, and pro- 
mise. Further particulars may be 
obtained from the Registrar's Of- 
fice.

His Majesty's government 
went down to defeat last night 
after a long and heated debate 
on the bill: "Resolved that this 
House regrets the passing of Vic- 
torianism." Howard Minogue, 
the Vice-President of the Debat- 
ing Union, occupied the Speak- 
er's chair at the session of the 
Mock Parliament that was held 
in the Union Ballroom. 

Saul Zatz, the Prime Minister 
opened the debate by stating that 
the question was a very important 
one. Declaring that "The govern- 
only regrets the passing of that 
which adds to the progress of 
humanity," he briefly outlined the 
benefits in the political, economic, 
and social aspects' of Victorianism. 
In the course of his remarks he 
stated that the government had no 
antagonism against women in gen- 
eral but against a single type of 
femininity. 

The leader of the opposition, 
Sylvia Grove, began by stating that 
it was the Government's obvious 
intention to force modern society 
back into the "Black Hole of Vic-

J. S. and E. F. Address Opening Meeting of Literature 
Society on Chats With Motley, Priestley and 
Gertrude Lawrence 



The adventures and experiences 
they have had interviewing celebri- 
ties for the Daily were described 
under the title of "Behind the By- 
lines" by Esther Fiegelman and 
Jeannette Scholnick, who addressed 
the opening meeting of the Litera- 
ture Society in the Arts Building 
yesterday afternoon. 

"Our work is very interesting and 
we enjoy it thoroughly," said Esther 
Feigelman, who is better known as 
E. F., "for we interview only the 
people we want to.

"When he was here 
during the Book Fair, I met him at 
the dinner, and asked him if he 
was willing to be interviewed. He 
said he was, but refused to answer 
my questions; he just had me fol- 
low him around, and describe what 
he did." 



"J. B. Priestley, author of the 
'Good Companions,' " Jeannette 
Scholnick, who writes under the 
heading of J. S., continued, "was 
one of .the most extraordinary. We 
interviewed him while he was auto- 
graphing books at Morgan's, and we 
had only to sit by and listen to him 
talk on a multitude" of subjects. We 
felt that he was really "a man of 
genius. 

. "We had a very good time with 
Helen Morgan, the night club en- 
tertainer. She was very frank with 
us and told us all about her private 
life, her husband and her job. She 
also gave us eight pictures of her- 
self and invited us to a party, to 
which we did not go. Quite dif- 
ferent from her was Gertrude Law- 
rence, whom we saw off on the 
train to New York. She called us 
her children, and treated us very 
kindly. 

"The person we really most en- 
joyed meeting was Julie Haydon, 
who played in 'Shadow and Sub- 
stance.' She was extremely enthusi 
astic about her work and felt that 
she had a great career on the stage 
ahead of her. She was also young 
and we felt more like friends with

Pure art, distilled and removed irom so- 
ciety, containing not a whit (or wit) of society. 
Art for art's sake— at last the genuine, the real 
McCoy! Step right this way, ladies and gentle- 
men, right this way and get a glance at true 
blue art Any influence of society has been 
painstakingly removed. This is pure." 

If some of our modern artists employed 
circus-barkers as press-agents we might well 
imagine the above speech being concocted and 
yelled at a bewildered world. Ars gratia artis— 
culture's culminating achievement! At last the 
world which gave birth to art has been sev- 
ered from it— the umbilical cord has been cut— 
the infant is ready for its own existence. "En- 
fant terrible", say the French, but the Greeks 
probably had the right word for it! Schonberg, 
the musician, says "music has no more relation 
to the external world than has a game of chess," 
and the great Stravinsky, dead though not yet 
buried, says "music is nothing else but the in- 
terplay of forms, patterns, and volumes of 
sound" — (sleep softy, Beethoven!). The Cubists, 
in painting, also removed themselves from the 
world and developed their own styles of re- 
presentation. It's rather ironic that they who 
put forward the cube are now behind the eight 
ball!! 

What is the essence of this art-for-art's-sake 
school, and why does it arise? People hear a 
great deal about the importance of life and the 
external world. They read of the beauty 
and bounty of the cultural soul. Art is a strong 
expression of hope, vigour, and beauty arising 
out of society. Some of these sensitive people 
look about them and see that the world is not 
good or beautiful, but rather the opposite. 
They see decadence in the life and the art of 
their period. They are fairly honest with them- 
selves and ask how a beautiful and vigorous 
art can arise from society. Their answer shows 
them the apparent impossibility of basing ar- 
tistic effort on the world, consequently they re- 
move themselves, as much as possible, from 
society and create art for its own sake. In 
times of vigorous, healthy motion in the world, 
as, for example, the early Greek period, or the 
Renaissance, we find that no theory of that 
kind arises. It seems, therefore, that the art- 
for-art's-sake idea arises when -artists, finding 
themselves in conflict with a decadent society 
and not being able to see through to a clarifi- 
cation of their position in the world, attempt 
to remove themselves from society. 

If art removes itself from society, what can 
the artist do? He can, as Stravinsky suggests, 
concern himself with "the interplay of forms, 
patterns, and volumes of sound." This is what 
he is forced to do. He has no background from 
which to draw substance material, he can only 
work on styles and methods of expression. Any- 
one who knows the $east bit about Gertrude 
Stein, whose expression "A rose is a rose is a 
rose is a rose," perfumed the best cultural par- 
lors a few years back but now only smells, will 
recognize immediately that she belongs in this 
class. 

PROTAGONISTS OF THE IDEA. 

There are many more illustrious members 
than Gertrude Stein. This distinguished Walter 
Patèr might be called the "white-haired boy" 
of this group,— despite the fact that much of his 
writing was bald! In the last paragraph to 
the Conclusion of his "The Renaissance" Pater 
says, "we are all under sentence of death but 
with a sort of indefinite reprieve (translation 
from Victor Hugo) .... some spend this inter- 
val in listlessness the wisest in art and song 

.... great passions may give us (a) quickened 
sense of life, ecstasy and sorrows of love, the 
various forms of enthusiastic activity .... 
which come naturally to many of us .... of 
such wisdom, THE POETIC PASSION, THE 
DESIRE OF BEAUTY, THE LOVE OF ART 
FOR ITS OWN SAKE, HAS MOST. FOR ART 
COMES TO YOU PROPOSING FRANKLY TO 
GIVE NOTHING BUT THE HIGHEST QUAL- 
ITY TO YOUR MOMENTS AS THEY PASS, 
AND SIMPLY FOR THE MOMENT'S SAKE." 
(caps, mine) Here we have in brief Pater's 
ideas on life and art. This is reflected in his 
works. In essence, it is a retreat from the real 
world of men and women, an escape to "a 
dream of your own." 

There are many more in this group. There 
is James Joyce, the Ulysses^man, but I hope 
to deal with him in a special article. E. E. Cum- 
mings is also on the list. The fact that he never 
uses capitals is a self evaluation! E. E. has re- 
moved himself much farther from society than 
has Joyce. He has gone to the land of "the, 
dear, sweet, etcetera"— and Lord help us if we 
try to follow him! All his works are permeated 
with the desire to invent new methods of pre- 
sentation; revolting against the thesis of our 
society he makes no attempt to challenge it, 
but turns instead to the creation of forms. He 
is cut loose from our world, he drifts rapidly 
and unchecked into a greater formalism than 
the one he left. He ends in gibberish mouth- 
ing?. Others in this group are Ezra Pound, 
and Beaudelaire. 

It is quite easy to understand why some 
artists come to the art-for-art's-sake school, but 
with very few exception (these can be explain- 
ed) all our great artists have not belonged to 
this school. Name twenty-five famous artists? 
I'll settle for ten. Shakespeare, Beethoven, da 
Vinci, Cervantes, Goethe,— skip the rest. They 
belonged to the school that believes art is es- 
sentially born of this world and its people; 
and art deals with this world and with its prob- 
lems; that true art is social art. 

And why not? Is not the artist supposed 
to be sensitive to his world, not in the photo- 
graphic sense, but in the emotional one? He 
is a seismograph, beating In harmony with the 
motion of the world. He rides the crest of all 
human emotions and harnesses it with his ar- 
tistic ability. The surge of humanity to ever 
greater progress beats on his brain and finds 
expression in his creations. Once he cuts him- 
self loose, he is doomed. What are the great 
emotions which fill our time? They are peace, 
security, and happiness, not abstractly but con- 
cretely, These are the themes for modern 
" !3S^*É^-wmffiem, S&S'-foït 
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for art's sake" artists have never peered be- 
low the surface of their dying society, they 
have never seen the vigour and beauty of a 
people striving to obtain peace, security, and 
happiness,

WHITHER BRITAIN? 

The events of the past week have been fast 
moving. We have seen Hungarian and Polish 
demands arbitrated in Europe by Germany and 
Italy. We have seen Britain agree to enforce 
the terms of the Anglo-Italian treaty. We have 
seen Hitler push his fortifications .of the west- 
ern front/ What significance have these events 
in the pattern of Europe? 

It is clear that Hitler is boss on the Con- 
tinent of Europe. Any influence wielded by 
France has gone. She has become a British 
protectorate. Germany is the sole large and 
influential state. This has had several results. 
In the first place Hungary and Poland have 
attempted to attain a common boundary at the 
expense of Czechoslovakia— and they have fail- 
ed. They have failed because Germany did not 
want them to pinch off the eastern end of the 
little republic. Czechoslovakia is on Germany's 
route to the cast. If Poland and Hungary stand 
in the way it may hold up the German pro- 
gramme of eastern expansion. However, Ger- 
many was strong enough to prevail in the con- 
ference which resulted in the cession of 20,000 
square miles of Czechoslovakia to these coun- 
tries—but which left a thin tongue of Czecho- 
slovakia under the control of Prague— under 
the control of Berlin. 

The role of Italy was insignificant. The 
Duce is becoming worried. He is not being tak- 
en as seriously in Central Europe as he feels 
he should. A faint suspicion is creeping into 
his mind. Perhaps the Rome-Berlin axis is 
more of a one way agreement than it should 
be. Perhaps the Duce is a sucker. The result. 
Musolini looks to Britain. He tries to appease 
the British Government and to that end he 
withdraws his troops from Spain. He is suc- 
cessful in his appeasement for the Anglo-Italian 
agreement is to be ratified — with the approval 
of the Commons. 

What will be the result of the Anglo-Italian 
treaty? In the first place Britain will recognize 
the Italian conquest of Ethiopia. This has been 
done and letters are being issued to the British 
Ambassador to Rome as Ambassador to the 
"King and Emperor" of Italy— France, as is to 
be expected is following suit. In the second 
place as a quid pro quo Italy is to withdraw 
troops from Spain. This will give the appear- 
ance of active British intervention in the Iber- 
ian penninsula on the side of the Loyalists and 
will give Chamberlain a certain amount of 
Labor backing. The rest of the treaty is a good 
old Imperialistic bargain. It ; divides the Medi- 
terranean into two spheres of influence. It 
means that Mussolini will leave Palestine alone 
and that Britain will leave Mussolini alone in 
Africa— as long as the Duce does not upset Bri- 
tish interests in Egypt or British protectorates. 
It means that Arabia comes under the joint con- 
trol of England and Italy. This is an astute 
move. It is a "hands off" policy— it is a means 
to keep third parties off the British route to 
India. It means that instead of one power — 
Britain— guarding the route to the east there 
will be two. Both Britain and Italy have a 
vital interest in the Red Sea area. It is insur- 
ance against possible German aims and stands 
to benefit both parties. 

This new treaty— read in conjunction with 
the Anglo-German agreement not to make war 
upon one another shows Britain's hand pretty 
conclusively. It means that Britain has driven 
a wedge between Rome and Berlin and is pre- 
pared to play ball with the Dictators, but a 
separate game with each. Why? 

Does Britain feel that with stable condi- 
tions in Europe she will be able to expand her 
trade on the continent? Or are the real rulers 
of Britain Fascist at heart and do they admire 
the tactics of Mussolini and Hitler in dealing 
with their own internal labor situations? Per- 
haps Britain is on the verge of Fascism her- 
self. 

Or there may be a completely different rea- 
son for this two-fold British appeasement. Is 
Britain afraid o* the potential power of the 
Soviet Union?

LISTENIN' IN 



Arturo Toscanini and his NBC 
Symphony Orchestra returned to 
airwaves a few weeks ago. In this 
its second year of existence, the or- 
chestra surpasses even last year's 
fine performances, as was to be ex- 
pected. Selected from among Amer- 
ica's finest musicians and given 
Toscanini's inspired leadership, it 
was not long before the cohesive 
process had been completed and the 
organism, the orchestra, was func- 
tioning perfectly. 

Saturday evening's programme 
was consistently good and was re- 
produced most faithfully. The con- 
cert opened with Bach's second 
Brandenburg Concerto. This piece 
is in the style of the old concerto 
grosso. Violin, flute, oboe and 
trumpet solos are set against the 
background of a small orchestra 
augmented by two harpsichords. 
Each of the instruments presents 
the theme. These are developed 
simply and directly without com- 
plicated variations. Ever present is 
a steady movement in the bass. 
WHOLESOME, UNSOPHISTICAT 
ED FARE. 

As played by Toscanini the Con' 
certo revealed completely its whole- 
some, unsophisticated nature— mu- 
sic for music's sake. The solos were 
all very well handled, unostenta- 
tiously, and fitted into the orchestra 
admirably. Particularly good was 
Mr. Mischakoff's effortless and re- 
strained solo violin. 

Haydn's Symphony in D Major, 
better known as the symphony 
"With the Horn Call," is unusual in 
many respects. Its structure is not 
at all symphonic, resembling the 
old concertanti form a great deal. 
At its first performance the opening 
hunting call sounded by four horns 
aroused great curiosity. Here again 
there are a number of solos: the 
violin, horns, flute, 'cello and oboe. 
The work is in three movements. 
As a whole it is delicate and serene. 
Haydn has succeeded in maintain- 
ing a feathery lightness throughout, 
especially in the minuet. The finale, 
a set of variations, distinct, and de- 
tached, uses each of the solo groups. 
SENSITIVE INTERPRETATION. 

The maestro's reading was metic- 
ulous, sensitive, full of clear enun- 
ciation and fine expression. The 
slightest nuance was distinguish- 
able—a tribute to the marvel that 
is radio.

IN HANOVER EVENT 



Intermediate Squad Loses to 
Dartm outh Fre shmen 

First Meeting of American 
and Canadian Col- 
leges 

Hanover, New Hampshire, No- 
vember 4.— (By Special Dispatch to 
the McGill Daily)— The McGM Sen- 
ior Track Stars last night defeated 
Dartmouth in a harrier run held 
here. Lloyd Cooke, star of the In- 
tercollegiate Meet, led the McGill 
team to victory. In the second race 
the undefeated Dartmouth Fresh- 
men outran the Reds' second team 
to win over the 2.8 mile course. 

Lloyd Cooke and Glen Cowan 
placed first and second respectively 
with Terry Todd 4th, Clarry Frank- 
ton 8th, and Joe Berman 11th. Mc- 
Gill outscored Dartmopth, 26-30 
(the team with the lowest score 
winning) over a difficult and rug- 
ged course. Cooke won with time 
of 26.07 minutes. This marked the 
first competition of its kind be- 
tween American and Canadian uni- 
versities, and indicates how McGill 
stands in this branch of sports com- 
pared with American colleges. 

The Dartmouth Freshman team 
outscored the McGill Intermediates, 
23-34, when they placed high in the 
event. Their winning man finished 
the run in 17.25 minutes. The Red 
runners placed 3rd, 5th, 6th, 8th, 
12th, these places being taken by 
Peter, Rodney, Olynyk, Hyde and 
Ross respectively. 




Experts Picked 
Varsity to Win 



According to an editorial which 
appeared in the "Varsity" last Mon- 
day commenting upon the showing 
of Warren Steven's Blue Boys this 
season, it was stated, "A few weeks 
ago, twelve major football coaches 
in Eastern Canada came out and 
flat-fooledly called Varsity to win 
the intercollegiate title. Right now 
the Blues' chances aren't the bright- 
est, although they are anything but 
out of the running." It seems 
doubtful oven if there were twelve 
major football coaches in Eastern 
Canada if they would be capable 
of picking a winning football team 
at the beginning of the season. 
Many of these so-called experts are 
prone to talk just for the enjoyment 
they obtain out hearing their own 
voices or seeing their expert views 
in print.

About the same time that Varsity 
was being picked to wis, several 
local experts were casting their 
views upon the chancîs of the Kerr 
Klan for the coming season. It was 
the concensus of opinion that Mc- 
Gill would be the team to beat. Well 
one group out of the two has a 
chance of being right ai things now 
stand, if Western does not upset 
the apple cart carrying the reverend 
experts. , 

The experts who thought that To- 
ronto was the team were saved for 
at least another week by the gen- 
erosity of the Western team last 
Saturday. In the closing minutes 
of the last quarter Varsity went 
one point up when they scored a 
touch and made the score 8-7 in 
their own favour. With one min- 
ute left to play (so the story goes) 
and Western in possession of the 
ball 30 yards out, they elected to 
try a placement which failed. If 
they had kicked for one point 
they would have tied the score and 
eliminated Varsity from this year's 
intercollegiate race. So the experts 
are safe for a short while.

In contrast to "the first two works 
on the programme the orchestra 
presented Tchaikovski's Sixth or 
Pathétique Symphony. The com- 
poser considered this his crowning 
achievement, coming as it did a few 
days before his untimely death.' It 
reveals a sombre, soulful, pathetic, 
yet weird, Tchaikovski. This is the 
cry of anguish from a sensitive soul 
■perverted by the touch of a cruel 
•world he could never understand. 

The first movement opens on a 
dirge-like note. The second theme 
brighter but retains a tender 
poignance as it is given out by suc- 
cessivc groups of instruments. As is 
usual in his symphonies, the com- 
poser makes prolific use of brass, 
always mournful, sometimes shriek- 
ing with passionate grief. 

The second movement with its 
unconventional five-four dance ïs 
still of great grace and beauty. A 
pounding drum gives out the 
rhythm, swelling and then falling 
..to nothing. The melody is accom- 
panied by a pizzicato in the strings 
•which rises and then staggers down- 
ward delightfully. 

. The eerie march of the third 
movement is highly original in its 
brilliant workmanship. 

The finale reverts to the dirge, 
deep and soulful and ends as if in 
• sigh. 

MAGNIFICENT RESTRAINT. 

The ' performance accorded this 
great work was truly, magnificent. 
Toscaninl is too intelligent a musi- 
cian to sink into cheap sentimen- 
tality. His firm yet sympathetic 
reading attained a restraint seldom, 
if ever, heard before; for even cele- 
brated conductors have found it 
very difficult to maintain a smooth, 
Je,vel standard throughout this sym- 
phony.

Drew Justified. 

So far, in the opinion of most 
writers covering the probe, Col. 
Drew's attack on the Bren gun con- 
tract between the national defence 
department and the John Inglis 
company of Toronto for 7,000 Bren 
guns was generally justified al- 
though several of his specific 
charges cannot be proved. 

Everyone connected with the in- 
quiry in any way is quite cautious 
not to pre-judge the case but the 
impression grows that it might have 
far-reaching repercussions in the 
national defence department per- 
sonnel. Col. Drew's prestige' seems 
have gone up several points and 
success he has attained at the 
investigation will probably assist 
him in becoming the new Ontario 
Conservative leader, succeeding 
Hon. Earl Rowe. 

With some of Canada's most im- 
portant legal talent assisting with 
the case, the amount of bickering 
and personal animosity shown in 
the court is a rather- amazing fea- 



ture of the probe. It annoys Jus- 
tice Davis considerably and he 
persistenly raps counsef for wast- 
ing time and bringing up non- 
essential matters. 



DENTS UNDERGO 
MASS HYNOSIS 
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came under two classes he said. The 
first is uncurable due to hereditary 
and constitutional defects. People 
who fall into these two classes can 
only be made more comfortable and 
put to doing the kind of work for 
which they are capable. That is 
all he stated that can be done for 
them. 

This second class of mental dis- 
orders is due, he said, to environ- 
mental causes. Under this class 
would came bad home life, defec- 
tive habit formation while young, 
etc. In discussing the treatment 
of those who fall into the second 
class, Dr. Viner declared that one 
of the improved methods used to- 
day can be traced to Freud, even 
if those who use this method re- 
fuse to give him credit. 

Hypnotism Cures Amnesia. 

Turning from the broad field of 
psychiatry, Dr. Viner began his dis- 
cussion of hypnotism by reiterating 
that hypnotism is not an important 
branch of the curing of mental dis- 
eases. He stated that to his way of 
thinking hypnotism is the best cure 
for cases of more or less perman- 
ent amnesia. He told several stories 
about cases in which he was inter- 
ested in which hypnotism aided in 
the curing of the people afflicted. 

At the conclusion of his talk, Dr. 
Viner answered questions levelled 
at him by the dental students. He 
was asked how hpynotism worked. 
His reply stated that it succeeded 
according to suggestibility of the 
person being hypnotized.

torianism." She declared that it 
would be foolish to forget the years 
of progress, and then proceeded' to 
outline the disadvantages if Vic- 
torianism were brought back. She 
challenged the Government's state- 
ment that the Victorian era was a 
pillar of democracy, and charged 
that social conditions were worse 
then than they are at the present 
time. 

Women Should Return Home 

Louis Shapiro, the second speaker 
for the Government stated that it 
was not his intention to subjugate 
the right of women, but to restore 
her to her former revered and re- 
spected position. It was his belief, 
the speaker stated, that domestic 
and community life have lost much 
because women have attempted to 
equal men, .when they are unequal 
physically and temperamentally. 
Shapiro closed by saying that 
woman has failed in this endeavour, 
and that she must return to the 
home as in the Victorian era in 
order to regain her former charm, 
beauty and' attractive personality. 

The second speaker for the oppo- 
sition, Jean Horton, took exception 
to the government's assertion that 
the Victorian era was a golden age 
for women, and stated that the 
passing of that age marked the 
emergence of women from the 
"murky recesses of Victorianism, 
late and unlamented." 

Phoney Fascist Speaks, 
During the latter speech there 
were 'frequent interjections from 
the Phoney Fascist Party, and .Ney-. 
ille Wykes took the floor and stated 
that his party opposed thé return 
to Victorianism evident in the 
present day, and believed that 
there was a new place for women 
in the nation. At this point the de- 
bate became very heated and a dis- 
pute arose as to the leadership of 
the Phoney Fascist Party. Many 
independents expressed their views, 
and only by threatening to have the 
Sergeant-at-Arms eject various ele- 
ments from , the . House was the 
speaker was able to preserve the 
peace. After the Government and the 
Opposition had summed up their 
views, the vote was taken on the 
bill, and the government suffered 
defeat by the opposition backed by 
a .determined . Phoney Fascist 
Group. 

As the Speaker declared the

selection of particular areas for 
speculation. It' tries to discover 
classifications and natural laws. Im- 
portant phases are omitted, for in- 
stance, personality. 

Psychological Aspect. 

"For philosophy remains the task 
of relating all these particular areas 
to form a unified whole. But here 
the psychological aspect is import- 
ant Thinkers are not agreed on 
the conception of this whole even if 
it is based on certain identical facts. 
Still, the fundamental problems of 
philosophy have remained the same. 
And the group method of philoso- 
phizing, which is gaining in import- 
ance, may do much to reduce the 
disagreement" 

The discussion which followed 
concerned itself mainly with the 
further comparison of the scientific 
and philosophical methods; the con- 
sideration whether philosophers in 
the past really did disagree, as had 
been maintained; and whether 
agreement in philosophy' was desir- 
able in the first place, even if it 
could be reached.
